Generally, the service covers the publications of all 
departments, ministries, boards, branches, 
committees and commissions reporting directly to 
the governments listed above. 

Not included are the publications of boards of 
education or other bodies which, although they 
may be funded by the governments concerned, 
report to a board of directors or other indepen- 
dently elected officials, and as such are not 
directly responsible to the governments covered. 


Currency 

Every attempt is made to minimize the time lapse 
between the issuance of a publication and its 
appearance in ProFile. On the average, docu- 
ments should appear in the Index about two 
months after their publication date.

HOW TO USE THE PROFILE 
INDEX 


If the type of publication desired falls within the 
above definitions, it will likely be included in the 
service and be available on microfiche. These are 
accessible through the ProFile Index. 

Before searching for a particular publication on 
microfiche, users should determine whether the 
library in which they are working receives the 
desired microfiche. (See list of subscription plans 
available.) If it does not, users are advised to 
consult a member of the library staff for further 
assistance. 

Libraries holding partial subscriptions may follow 
the practice of marking the Index entries for those 
publications for which they hold microfiche. 

The Index is divided into two sections, so that 
publications may be located by author or subject. 


THE AUTHOR INDEX 

This is a complete listing of the publications 
included in the service by jurisdiction and 
corporate and individual author.

Introduction 


Once the required publication is located through 
the Author section, the document may be quickly 
retreived by searching the microfiche file, 
arranged in numerical order by fiche accession 
number. (Some libraries may depart from this 
arrangement, preferring instead to use their own 
Classification or cataloguing system. In this case, 
users should follow normal library procedure to 
locate publications in ProFile.) 


Personal Names and Variant Titles 

The main entries in the Author Index appear under 
the corporate author--that is, the government body 
responsible for issuing the publication. However, 
since many government publications are written 
by individuals or non-government groups (such as 
consulting firms) wnose names appear on the title 
pages, reference is often made to these authors 
rather than to issuing bodies in citing publications. 
Also, government publications often become 
known by titles other than their official ones. This 
applies especially to commission reports, which 
tend to be cited by the name of the chairman (e.g. 
the Parent Report or the Worth Report). The 
Author Index includes ‘‘see’’ references from 
personal names and variant titles of this nature to 
main entries. 
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THE SUBJECT INDEX 

This is divided into two parts: the first lists subject 
references to English-language publications; the 
second, to French-language publications. Each 
part uses the same descriptors or subject heads. 
This division facilitates the use of the Index and 
microfiche for monolingual users; persons inter- 
ested in publications in both languages may locate 
equivalent sections easily by using the translation 
given for each descriptor. 

The division of the Subject Index into fourteen 
broad interest areas allows a user wishing to 
remain abreast of developments in one of these 
areas to do so quickly by scanning the relevant 
subdivision in each issue as it appears. These 
divisions also correspond to the subject areas in 
which microfiche subscriptions are available. 

The descriptors used in the Subject Index are 
broad, umbrella terms (See pages 7 and 8 for a list 
of them). No proper names are used. This practice 
has been adopted because many of the publica- 
tions included are so broad and comprehensive in 
the subjects that they cover (viz. the annual report 
of a Department of Social Services) that the cost 
of in-depth indexing would be disproportionate to 
the benefits resulting.

RULES OF ENTRY 

Aiphabetization 

Word-by-word alphabetization is used. Thus, 
‘Dept. of Communications” precedes ‘‘Dept. of 
the Attorney General’’. 
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Order of Authors 

The hierarchical principles set out in Anglo- 
American Cataloging Rules determine the form of 
entry used in the Author Index. These stipulate that 
any subordinate government agency (Branch, 
Board, Commission, Division) should be listed 
under its own name unless this same name is or 
is likely to be used by other agencies as well, in 
which case the next-highest distinctively-named 
body should be shown as well. 

Thus, the Corrections Branch of a Department of 
the Attorney General will appear under its own 
name, while the Research Branch will be shown as 
“Dept. of the Attorney General. Research 
Branch.” 


When the name of the jurisdiction occurs at the 
beginning or end of the body’s name (e.g. Ontario 
Economic Council), it is omitted from the entry 
unless objectionable distortion results. 

Thus, “Manitoba Liquor Control Commission”’ 
appears as “‘Liquor Control Commission’’. But 
‘B.C. Railways’’ appears as is. 

When searching for a particular body, it is advis- 
able to check both forms of entry. 


Language 

The language of any publication included in 
ProFile is that of the original publication, be it 
English or French. If publications are issued in two 
separate language editions, both will be included, 
on the same fiche if possible. The language in 
which a publication is shown in the Author Index 
is that of the original publication. Bilingual publi- 
cations are listed in both languages, in two sepa- 
rate entries. The Subject Index lists publications by 
language, so that English-language publications 
appear in the ‘‘Subject Index’’ and French- 
language publications in the ‘Index des 
Matieres’’. Bilingual publications appear in both 
sections.

Il est ainsi plus 
facile aux usagers unilingues de se servir de

L’index des sujets est divisé en quatorze secteurs 
d’intérét, ce qui permet a l’usager désirant se 
maintenir au courant des développements dans 
l'un de ces secteurs, d’y parvenir rapidement en 
examinant la subdivision correspondante dans 
chaque numéro, aussit6t que paru. Cette division 
correspond également a des domaines d’intérét 
pour lesquels des abonnements de microfiches 
sont disponibles. 

Les titres descriptifs, utilisées dans l’index par 
sujets, n’entrent pas dans les détails, ce sont des 
termes généraux (la liste de ces titres est donnée 
sur pages 9 et 10). On n’emploie pas de noms 
précis. Ce principe fut adopté parce que de 
nombreuses publications figurant a |’Index traitent 
au complet des sujets tellement nombreux (par 
exemple, le rapport annuel d’un ministére des 
Services sociaux) que le codt d’un répertoire 
détaille serait hors de proportion avec les 
avantages que |l’on pourrait en tirer.
